I admit that I do not understand the title that Chopin liked to give to these 
short pieces: Preludes. Preludes to what? Each of Bach’s preludes is followed by: 

But I find it hardly easier to imagine any 
one of these Preludes of Chopin followed by any other piece in the same key, 
be it by the same author, than all of these Preludes of Chopin played immedi- 
ately one after the other.
